The injured man's wounds were dressed 
and he was brought.to Atlanta. The train

paliet, and carried from the depot to the 
Halcyon sanitarium in a private ambu- 
lance. 

Although suffering greatly, he raised 
his head when he was taken from the 
ear and smiled as he spoke to those whom 
he recognized in the crowd. Hoke 
Smith was at the depot and went with 
the ambulance to the sanitariurn.

Was Seen To Slip and Fall. 

Just how the accident happened was 
not known last night. .-The physicians 
did not wish him. questioned about it. He

VIEWS ON JOB 
BY ROOSEVELT 


Presidént Writes an Article Re- 
patting Presidency 


Boston, October 29.—In an article writ- 
ten for The Youth's Companion, which 
will be pubMshed next. week, Theodore 
Roosevelt, gives his ideas of the duties 
and responsibilities of the president of 
the United: States. Mr. Roosevelt wrote 
tae articie in 1900, while he was governor 
of New York and prévioys to the repub- 
lican national convention which nomi- 
nated him for vice president. In it Mr. 
Roosevelt says: a 

“The president of the United States oc- 
cupies a position of peculiar importance. 
In the whole world there is no other 
ruler, certainly no other ruler under free 
institutions, whose power compares with 
nis. Of course, there is the enormous 
personal factor of tae incumbent himself 
to be considered entirely apart from the 
power of the office itself. This is merely 
another way of stating that in any office 
the personal] question is always of vital] 
consequence. 

Senators and President. 

‘The senators are the constitutional 
advisers:of the president. The secretaries 
who form the cabinet advise him on mat- 
ters of general] policy when he so desires 
it. With toe senate’the advice and con- 
sultation are obligatory under the consti- 
tution. The senate has no right to dic- 
tate to the president who shall be ap- 
pointed, but they have an entire right to 
say who shall not be appointed, for under 
the constitution this has been made taeir 
duty. 

“Although many men must share with 
the president the responsibility, there is 
upon him always a heavy burden of re- 
sponsibility. It is easy enough: to give 
a bad administration, but to give a good 
administration demands the most anxious 
thought no less. than very unusual 
powers of mind. 

“There is every reason why the presi- 
dent should be held to a sharp account- 
ability alike for what he does and for 
what he leaves undone. But we injure

Lord Milner and Secretary Joseph

London, October 30.—It is expected thet 
a second installment of extracts from 
the ‘“‘Kruger Memoirs’’ will be published 
today. 

It is understood that the memoirs give 
a narrative of the ex-president’s career, 
but do not go deeply into political or 
diplomatic aspects, or advise the Boers 
as to the best policy to be pursued after 
Mr. Kruger’s death. A _ striking fea- 
ture of the memoirs is a revelation of 
the jealousies which existed before the 
war between inhabitants of the Trans- 
vaal and the Orange Free State, and 
tae Cape Colony Boers, which prevented 


-anything like a satisfactory mutual un- 


derstanding. Mr. Kruger. takes pains to 
prove that he did his utmost to smovth 
matters over and prevent the war, but 
the ‘Boers’ inborn antipathy to foreign 
interference proved to be too strong for 
him. 

He Trusts in God. 

Mr. Kruger closés his memoirs 
these words: 

“I am convinced taat God. will not 
forsake his people, although it 
often appears so, and I acquiesce in the 
will of the Lord, knowing He will not 
allow an afflicted peopie to perish. ‘The 
Lord hath all hearts in His hand, and He 
turneth them whitnersoever He will.”

Mr. Kruger declares that Colonial Secre- 
tary Chamberlain was undoubtedly the 
late Cecil Rhodes’ accomplice in the 
Jamestown raid, and that Mr. Chamber- 
lain appointed Lord Milner British high 
commissioner of South Africa with the 
direct intention of driving matters to ex- 
tremes. 

“This tool of Mr. Chamberlain,’’ says 
Mr. Kruger, ‘“earried out his mission 
faithfully and turned South Africa into 
a wilderness.’’ 

British policy in general, the former 
president of the Transvaal sums up in the 
following sentence: 

“Lies, treachery, intrigues and secret 
investigations against the governments 
of the republics. These have always been 
the distinguishing marks of English 
policies.’’ 

Under Rhodes’ Influence. 

Mr. Kruger declares that the Transvaal 
national union was under Cecil Rhodes’ 
paramount ‘influence from its very in- 
ception, and Gescribes it as having, from 
the very outset, used the demand for the 
franchise as a cloak for designs against 
the republic. He describes how, after the 
Jameson raid, when the republic was 
practically defenseless, he became con- 
vinced of the necessity of preparing for 
war and gradually accumulated war ma- 
terials. This was especiallythe case after 
the British parliamentary inquiry into the 
raid, which Mr. Kruger gig showed Mr. 
Chamberlain's complitity. Mr. Kruger 
contends that his institution of reforms 
in 1899 probably started Mr, Chamberlain 
and impelled Great Britain to hurry on 
the crisis for fear of losing a pretext for 
war.

The hat was a very large one of puse 
white, with a heavy white bird as a 
center piece. It was removed by Mrs. 
Thomas and searched, but no diamonds 
were found, oe 

Dr. Thomas had promised to tell the 
officers. where they could find tne dia- 
monds stolen from Davis & Freeman if 
they would bring his wife before him. He 
seemed to be disappointed when the dia- 
monds were not found. 

The prisoner said he hid the diamonds 
in the trimmings of his wife’s hat while 
on the train Monday afternoon wnile go- 
ing from Atlanta. He would not say 
whether his wife knew he placed the dia- 
monds there. 

Last night Dr. Thomas consented to 
make a statement to a representative of 
The Constitution, and he spoke about his 
crimes for the first time. His story is 
that of a young Man harassed for the 
want of work and money. Tarough it ail 
he will not say one word against his wife. 
and that is the ome bright spot in his 
cloudy career. His loyalty to his wife 
is surprising, considering how she has 
acted toward him. 

Kissed Her Through Bars. 

When the prisoner and his wife first 
met last night he seized bota her hands 
and drew her toward the grating of his 
cell and kissed her, Mrs. Thomas ap- 
peared to be affald of her husband and 
made the detectives promise that they 
would remain clone Oy her side during the 
meeting. — , 

Dr. Thomas still loves the woman and 
will not believe sae has betrayed ‘him.. 
He scouts at the idea of her causing his 
arrest. 

When his wife was about to leave him 
Dr, Thomas leaned forward and rested 
his head on her bosom. Then he kissed 
her on. tae neck, and as he did so*he 
whispered something in her ear, so the 
turnkey states, but what he said was not 
heard. ie 

Said He Would Confess. 

Yesterday afternoon Dr. Thomas told 
Turnkey Bostick that if the detectives 
would bring his wife to the cell door he 
would tell everything. She was brought, 
and after he had kissed her and called 
her .“‘pet”’ he made the statement that 
the jewels were hidden in her hat. 

‘You can search the hat,” said Mrs. 
Tnomas calmly as she removed it. It 
was thoroughly searched, even the large 
white bird being taken off and felt. If 
the diamonds had been placed in the hat 
the question was what had become of 
them. Mrs. Thomas was released from 
prison yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock 
and she. had ample opportunity of ‘niding 
the jewels. But this she denies. Police 
Matron Bohnefeld safs she searched the 
hat Tuesday night and there was nothing 
in it.

But ag the minister had his own notion 
of duty in the matter, it was decided 
that an appeal should be taken over his 
head to the authorities in Bogota. Ac-

Colombian minister here. 

The matter of objection by our own 
Officials 1s the attempt to link the nego- 
tiations for a canal treaty, pure and 
simple, with the discussion of the ques- 
tions of the correctness. of the attitude 
of our naval officers on the isthmus. The 
Colombian officials hold that as the pro- 
jected treaty renews or continues the 
provisions of the existing treaty relat- 
ing to neutralization of isthmian traffic, 
which are now the subject of contention

. either by,an amendment of the old treaty, 


or a change in the language of the new 
treaty, Colombian integrity can be safe- 
guarded.

First Damaging Frost of the 
Fall ls Predicted for 
Today. 


THE WEATHER INDICATIONS 
ARE FOR FAIR AND WARM 


Forecaster Marbury Predicts Cotton 
Crop of 1,000,000 Bales—Crop 
of Peanuts Will Be Unusu- 
ally Good—Planting 
Winter Wheat. 


The weather today is likely to be fair 
and warmer. 

Such is the prediction by Local Fore- 
caster Marbury. The first heavy frost 
bulletins—the probable damaging kind— 
were sent out from the weather bureau 
yesterday. They predicted frost for this 
morning, not the killing frost, but 
enough to do damage to the crop of cot- 
ton, which got such a late start this 
season. This does not come in the way 
of a disappointment to planters, how- 
ever, as they long ago gave up any hope 
of obtaining any real benefit from this 
source. 

Forecaster and Section Director of 
Georgia Marbury still holds to his former 
prediction regarding the estitnated cotton 
crop for this state. As was printed in 


crop in Georgia was about 1,000,000 bales, 
as against 1,250,000 the average yield of 
the state. The matter of a top crop this 
year has been generally eliminated as 
having the effect of diminishing the short- 
age to any appreciable extent. The un- 
precedented hot and dry spell held back 
the plants, and when the rains of Septem- 
ber finally brought out a new growth it 
was conceded from the first that it would 
amount to nothing, as the frost must 
come and kill the new growth before it 
could mature properly. 

And the first of these frosts is sched- 
uled for this morning. 

Correspondents throughout the state 
report an excellent crop of sweet pota- 
toes. Georgia, with a yield of 5,000,000 
bushels, is the second state in the union 
in this particular, and the good prospects 
this year will do much in helping out 
those farmers and planters who have di- 
versified crops in the field. 

Good Peanut Crop. 

A good crop of peanuts, too, is looked 
for. Georgia is third in this particular, 
with Virginia an easy first in the field. 
The increase in the peanut crop in this 
State in ten years is nothing short of 
phenomenal, and it is still growing. In 
ten years the crop has increased 129 per 
cent, or more than doubled. Just before 
the civil war the peanut was an unknown 
quantity, except in eastern Virginia. 
After the war, and in the early seventies, 
the crop was generally !ntroduced into 
the southern states, and today it occu- 
pies an important place in the reports of 
the agricultural department from Wash- 
ington and represents millions of dollars 
in capital. . 

The history of the coy and humble 
ground nut is shrouded in mystery. Its 
genealogical tree bears many broken and 
missing limbs, and éven its parentage is 
uncertain. According to the best reports, 
however, this mainstay of the street ven- 
der was born in the heated fields of Bra- 
zil and was first munched by the dark- 
eyed senoritas on the banks of the Ama- 
zon. From such lowly origin to the peanut 
paste sandwiches of the Gibson girl, the 
Christy girl and all of her swell com- 
panions in a single century speaks much 
for the energy and enterprise of the shy 
and reluctant tuber. And it is gince 
“swell society,”” that Jimmy Powers used 
to sing about, has ade ted the péanut 
48 a protege in the sandwich paste form 
that the demand has been greater than 
ever before. All over the country facto- 
ries grind the peanut into this appetizing 
form, and from the school girl and her 
chum in the seminary to the picnic parties 


of the ultra-elite the ground nut has come 


to be recognized as a staple product. 

And with this popular and rapidly grow- 
ing hobby Georgia is keeping pace and 
Sharing in the accruing profits. 

Just now the farmers are busy plow- 
ing and sowing their winter wheat. The 
ground is mellow and the conditions un- 
usually favorable for good times in Geor- 
gia in this particular. A good harvest of 
rice has been made, and the Same is 
true of sugar cane, which is now being 
crushed into the best of sorghum in all 
parts of the state.

Commisioner T. H. Watkins, 
whose home is in this city, came here 
early in the day and arranged some of 
the details for the first day’s tour of 
the upper region. The commission’s head- 
quarters is at the Hotel Jermyn, where 
the party occupies fourteen rooms. 

Tomorrow will be spent in the region 
north of the city. At 9:15 a. m. the party 
will leave for Forest City, the upper edge 
of the hard coa] fields, 22 miles from here. 
Presiuent Mitchell will not come to this 
city unless sent for. The train will trav- 
el slowy, so that the commisioners can 
get a good idea of the country. At For- 
est City the party will be lowered into 
one of the Erie company’s mines and it 
is expected the entire morning will be 
spent underground. As a _ precaution 
against accident, a superintendent, fire 
boss or a practical miner will accompany 
each member of the party through the 
workings. If the programme for the day 
is not disarranged by subsequent develop- 
ments, lunch will be had in Carbondale, 
4 miles south of Forest City. A coal 
breaker will be visited at Carbondale, and 
then the return journey to Scranton will 
be made.

State University: “Graduates 
Get Permanent.-Place at 
Harvard, -

Athens, Ga., “Oc 29.—(Special.)— 
Presiderit Eliot, of Harvard, has in- 
formed Chancellor Hii that Mr. George 
Foster Peabody. has’ endowed a perma- 
nent scholarship at Haryard for the 
benefit of some gradugte ofithe Univer- 
sity of Georgia, the- p to be in 
the graduate schools. of Harvard. Tae 
fund of $6,000 for’ that purpose has al- 
ready been placed in’ the treasurer's 
hands and will yidid an imcome of $260 
per year. In hig Jetter President Eliot 
states: 

“This sum will pay for board and lodg- 
ing in Cambridge and will leave about 
ju applicabie to the tuition fee. Every 
student in Harvard. university, whether 
the hoider of a scholarship or not, pays 
tne tuition fee.’ 

The question, was left to the university 
faculty whether the scholarship should 
be open to graduates in the professional! 
schools or only to those taking the A. B. 
or B. S. degree. After consideration the 
taculty determined to.gpen the course to 
the students of tae professional schoois 
as well as the schools of arts and science. 
‘he holder of this scholarship for the 
next year will be selected at the ap- 
proaching commencement, @ scholar- 
ship will be given for general merit. 

Mr. Peabody thus givés additional ev)- 
dence of ais interest in the University 
of Georgia.

Columbus Bids Adieu to Old 
Confederate Veterans. 


Parade Most Attractive Feature. 
School Children Line Way with 
Waving Confederate Flags. 
Management of Soldiers’ 
Home Is Praised. 


The Georgia confederate veterans ad- 
journed today to meet next year in Au- 
gustu after what is considered the most 
successful state reunion yet held. 

Following a business session this 
morning came the annual parade at 
noon, which was one of the most im- 
posing and inspiriting sights ever seen 
in Columbus. M. P. Usina, of Savan- 
nah, was unanimously reelected division 
secretary. 

Resolutions were adopted indorsing 
and commending in high terms the man- 
agement of the Soldiers’ home in Atlan- 
ta, the work of the trustees being prais- 
ed. The legislature was memorialized to 
pass a bill to perfect the roster of Geor- 
gia companies who went out during the 
war 

Pursuant to the request of the Geor- 
gia mayors in their recent convention, a 
resolution was introduced to appoint a 
committee to investigate the alleged 
abuses of pedler’s licenses issued to 
confederate veterans, but the resolution 
was tabled, it being the belief of the 
veterans that the present Georgia law, 
if properly, executed, will prevent the 
alleged abuses. 

Five hundred dollars was raised for 
the Jefferson Davis monument § fund. 
This monument; which will be erected in 
Richmond, will be dedicated in 1904. Sev- 
eral addresses were made on the sub- 
ject and a great deal of enthusiasm was 
manifested. It was the unanimous wish 
of the reunion that the memory of Jef- 
ferson Davis should be appropriately 
honored and that at an early date. 

Resolutions were adopted regarding the 
convention of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, which meets at LaGrange, Ga., 
of which the following is an extract: 

“Resolved, That a fraternal delegation 
consisting of five or more members of 
this body be appointed by the commander 
of this division to comvey to the Georgia 
division of the Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy in session at LaGrange an ex- 
pression of our exalted esteem for them 
ami for all the noble women of Georgia 
whom they represent.’ 

The weather was perfect for the parade, 
which was witnessed by 20,90 people, 
About 1,000 veterans were in line, and it 
was estimated that fully 2,000 more were 
prevented by’ old age and extreme feeble- 
ness from joining the procession. 
old soldiers marched nearly a mile, and 
every step of the way was to the accom- 
paniment of cheers. The young. ladies 
of Camp W. H. T. Walker, No. \ 
United Daughters of the Confederacy, of 
Atlanta, all of whom were attired in 
gray, came in for an ovation. Thou- 
sands of school children had: been sta- 
tioned along the line of march by the 
ladies, and every child waved a confeder- 
ate flag, the spectacle being impressive in 
the extreme. The parade was reviewed 
by General Evans and sponsors. Such 
a demonstration has not occurred in Co- 
lumbus in years. The entire city turned 
out to cheer the old heroes. 

Most of the veterans left for home this 
afternoon and tonight. The megs hall 
closed tonight, after having served bar- 
becued meats of all kinds, coffee, etc., 
two days, in which time it fed 3,400 old 
soldiers by actual count. 

Tonight a ball was tendered the spon- 
sors and their maids of honor at the 

Hotel Racine. which proved a most bril- 
liant event. Columbus society was out en 


masse, and the reunion passed out in a 
blaze of glory.

The fact is that the , old-fashioned. 
classical courses have been gradually 
yielding for years to the spirit of mod- 
ernity in educational methods. In the 
elder days, when higher education was 
the exclusive privilege almost of the 
titled and the rich few, who had leis- 
ure and who purposed to fiugre in su- 
perior circles of position and influence, 
the classical course was all right.. It 
lent itself to the ends of mental dis- 
cipline and adornment fn an admirable 
way. 

Now, however, the utilitarian age is 
upon us with neryous .and electric 
force and our ideas of education are 
elastic to the individual ends for 
which we pursue our studies. The 
reign of the titular elite has been abol- 
ished and men seek education now. for 
definite personal ends of discipline 
and equipment toward the accomplish- 
ment of a predetermined career. 
Very few persons now go to college 
for the saké of being dubbed as A. B.s 
at the end of the course. They study 
to get what there is this side of a 
sheep skin and a couple of capital let- 
ters appended td their names in the 
college catalogue. ; 

Since the degree is but the tangible 
evidence that one has completed the 
prescribed course of study, its signifi- 
cance will always be in proportion to 
the authority and educational stand- 
ing of the college. If the Columbia 
university shall formulate a two years’ 
course of practical studies and give 
the A. B. degree at the end of it, we 
imagine very few people will turn 
uOwn its graduates because they did 
not stay in college four years and 
fool away half their time on studies 
of no value to them in their scheme 
of future employments. 

The elective system now in vogue 
in most colleges and universities long 
ago robbed the old A. B. course, with 
its classical range, {ts humanities and 
moralities, of its ancient perfume. 
The way to pursue these is open al- 
ways to any man with taste and leis- 
ure for the work, but the live, hustling 
American youth of today goes to col- 
lege to get what he kxows he will 
need in his future career and he does 
not want any rubbish mixed in the 
purchase that he makes from his col- 
lege. 


, Creditable Police Work. 

The captures of the man charged 
with the diamond robberies in this and 
other cities and of the negro who 
seems to have been the “Snatching 
Jack” of many recent street robberies 
of women are both pieces of creditable 
work on the part of the city police de- 
partment. For them they deserve the 
thanks of the people at large. 

Atlanta’s growth to metropolitan 
proportions and fashions makes it also 
attractive to thosé who have learned 
the smoother arts of financial crime. 
It is needful, therefore, that our police 
and detectives should keep wise to the 
tricks of the artists who separate the 
confiding from their coin. It should 
be made plain to that gentry that At- 
lanta is not, according to their vocab- 
ulary, “a jay town” that can be done 
any day in the week with the flimflam 
and bunco games that are off the turf 
in greater towns. 

It is a great relief to the unprotected 
women of the city, the workers and 
those who must perforce pass on the 
streets in the dusk, to know that the 
chief of the purse-snatchers is safe 
behind the bars. All others of the 
gang should be promptly hunted down 
and we doubt not will be. For the 
present, however, we voice a general 
verdict of praise for the force in these 
two most recent accomplishments. 


A. Tariff Symposium. 

The New York Evening Post has 
been trying to have the cold, tlear 
light of science shed upon the tariff 
question through the medium of a 
kind of symposium in which only col- 
lege professors of economics and kin- 
dred subjects participated. These 
students of political economy, who 
should be masters of theoretical poli- 
tics, at least, and far above the mias- 
mal fog of politics as it is played, have 
delivered themselves of some conclu- 
sions, apropos, to which democrats will 
not be inclined to take exceptions. 
The Post’s four careful queries, which 
forty-four of these savants have an- 
swered for public edification, were as 
to whether the constitutional power of 
congress in restraining industrial cor- 
porations has been exhausted in the 
Sherman act; whether the one ad- 
dressed favors an amendment to the 
constitution to add to the power of 
congress in the premises; whether he 
favors the reduction or repeal: of im- 
port duties on articles the  pro- 
duction of which in the United States 
is controlled by monopolies, and 
whether he favors a tariff commission 
to prepare changes of the tariff for 
submission to congress, 

The learned doctors have disagreed 
since man first thought he thought, 
but it is gratifying to note that forty- 
one of these particular doctors are a 
unit in favoring a reduction or repeal 
of the tariff duty on all trust-control- 
led: articles. Here the democratic con- 
tention scores heavily. 

Twenty-five agree that the constitu- 
tional fowers of congress have not 
been fully exercised in the matter of 
trust restraint in the Sherman act or 
otherwise. , 

Twenty-three are of the opinion that 
a specific amendment of the constitu. 
tion of the United States to curb mo- 
nopolistic abuses would be salutary in 
the present contingency. 

Twenty-four favor a tariff commis- 
sion to report upon revisions of the 
tariff schedule for the consideration 
of congress. 

The minority opinion, in each case. 
was not united. Some qualified their 
answers, beggéd the question or kept 


silence. Professor Sumner, of Yale,

ration, saying: “The ; 


hon- tariff! commission ,of -ex- 


perts is a humbug.” It is but fair to 


the maojrity favoring such a commis- 
sion to explain that most of them 
did so from a belief that its chief use- 
fulness would be to continue tariff ag- 
itation with educational results. 

Practically all of these professors 
express the belief that corporations 
are inadequately controlled by legisla- 
tion. They only differ as to method. 
The plan of publicity in the matter of 
full statistics of business seems to 
meet with general favor. 

But the milk in the cocoanut of this 
interesting question and answer solu- 
tion of the interminable tariff problem 
is that the highest intellectual thought 
of the land—-the men who study gov- 
ernment as a science, and not as a 
distribution of spoils—are firmly con- 
vinced that the tariff fosters trusts 
and aids and abets trust extortions. 

And here is the rock upon which the 
republican party is destined to be split 
in twain two years hence. 


The Irish Land Bill. 

It may be that with the death of 
Gladstone the fight for Irish home rule 
became a lost cause, but not so the 
parliamentary struggle to redress the 
deeper land wrongs of the Emerald 
Isle. The old Ireland of famine, in- 
surrection, oppression and depopula- 
tion is now, happily, little else than 
a.tragic memory.. Her troubles were 
largely the result of the alien landlard 


} system, under which the native peas- 


antry received less humane consider- 
ation than the pig in the sty. By the 
famous land act of 1881 the Irish ten- 
ant was given some show for his life. 
The British government intervened to 
see that he be. permitted to live un- 
der sanitary and decent conditions, 
with the opportunity to elevate him- 
self and his children by honest indus- 


try, and the rack-rent landlord lost > 


his lands by. condemnation if violating 
the act in certain particulars. 

Nearly every session of parliament 
since this initial reform step was 
taken has had under consideration a 
supplementary land bill, and the ques- 
tion has involved about as much “tink- 
ering” as an American tariff schedule. 
Every successive land bill seeks to 
enlarge the powers and privilege 
ferred under the original act, ae 
ultimate object to be attained is pvas- 
ant propriétorship, which, when ac- 
complished will make “the most dis- 
tressful country” one of homes in- 
stead of hovels. 

American students of the govern- 
mental right of eminent domain, a 
question so interestingly raised dur- 
ing the recent anthracite strike, wiil 
find much tod interest them on this 
head in the Irish land question. The 
advocates of land reform in Ireland do 
not hesitate to»apply this drastic rem- 
edy to the abuses of the alien land- 
lord system. : ts 

The present Irish land bill: is said 
to have some prospect of passage. 
Its author, Hon. T. W. Russell, is an 
able Irish lawyer and possesses no 
mean statesmanlike qualities. If this 
bill becomes a law, the large land- 
lords will be expropriated by the gov- 
ernment by purchase, when the lands 
thus acquired will be sold to bona fide 
peasant occupants. There is no doubt 
but that small holdings by independ- 
ent native farmers would redeem Ire- 
land, if not make her loyal to the 
crown,

Adjutant General 
Robertson presided. The members of the 
board present at the meeting were Col- 
onel A. J. West, Colonel Usher Thomas- 
son, Colonel Samuel W. Wilkes, Major W.

W. E. Wooten, Colonel E. D. Huguenin 
and Major W. W. Barker. 

The report, which is in the nature of a 
new military bill, after having been pass- 
ed upon by the board is to be turned over 
to the adjutant general, and, by him sub- 
mitted to Governor Terrell, probably to- 
morrow, upon the governor’s. return to 
the city from the Valdosta fair. 

It is understood that whatever changes 
have been made in the military bill have.

County School Commissioner Dug- 
gan, of Hancock county; Dennis, of Put- 
nam eounty, and Brittain, of Fulton 
county, have received substantial appro- 
priations from the general education 
board for the rural schools of the three 
counties, These three gentlemen met Dr. 
Buttrick and Dr. Glenn yesterday, and 
the terms of the grants from the genera’ 
education board were made known. Su- 
perintendent Duggans, of Hancock coun- 
ty, and Superintendent Dennis, of Put- 
nam county, have each raised by sub- 
scription a sum sufficient to prolong the 
annual terms of all schools in the county, 
white and colored, for one full month. 
In Hancock county the sum of money 
raised amounts to $1,900 and in Putnam 
county to $1,400. These sums respectively 
the general education board has duplicat- 
ed, thus prolonging all the schools of both 
counties for still an additional month. 

Superintendent Brittain, of Fulton coun- 
ty, has offered to raise a sum of $40) to- 
ward the erection of a two-room school 
building, where two schools have united 
at about 9 miles from Atlanta. The gen- 
eral education board duplicates this 
amount, thus making possible the erect- 
ion of a school house costing $800, the 
county board of education agreeing to 
supply two teachers for this new school. 

Three considerations have determined 
the action of the general education board 


“In these appropriations: First, the char- 


acter and ability of the superintendents. 
These three men are among the best 
county superintendents in all the south, 
and the general education board is ccon- 
fident that the quality of the work done 
in the schools will constantly be improvéd 
under the supervision of these men. The 
second reason for making the approyria- 
tion is the fact that the citizens of the 
counties have themselves shown their in- 
teresct in the work by substantial contri- 
butions. A third reason is the fact that 
superintendemts Duggan and Dennis pro- 
posed that the grants from the genera!

The house yesterday adopted as a wholc 
the report of the committee on rules af- 
ter a warm discussion in which inef- 
fectual efforts were made to have sey- 
eral amendments to the report and to 
other rules of the house considered and 
adopted.

Morris, who was on the floor for the 
‘purpose of explaining the proposed 
changes in the rules as reported by the 
committee. 

The rules of the last hous 
adopted with the exception of the pine 
suggested by the committee, all of which 
were adopted, 

The most important change in the rules 
is the addition to rule 39 of a proviso un- 
der which the general appropriation bill 
and the general tax act, when on their 
third reading, are given right of way 
over everything else, independently of 
their position on the calendar. The ob- 
ject of this is to get these bills to the 
governor as early as possible before ad-/ 
journment so that he may veto them if 
he desires, and let the legislature stili 
have time to act on his veto message. 
Otherwise he has no alternative but to 
approve them or veto them and eall an 
extra session, 

The new rules having been adopted, 
Speaker Morris will now name his stand- 
ing committees without further dela;. 
It is probable that they will be named 
today. 

Warm Discussion Started. 

As s6on as the report of the cémmittee 
on rules had been read, Mr. Hall, of Bibb, 
introduced an amendment providing for 
several changes in the rules relating to 
the appointment of a finance committee 
and doing away with the appropriatiorg 
and ways and means committees, and 
fixing the number of employees under 
the doorkeeper and messenger. 

Mr. Morris made the point that under 
rule 19- Mr. Hall’s amendment proposed a 
change in the rules and sheuld go to the 
committee on rules for report. Mr. Hall 
held that he had simply offered an 
amendment as any one had a right to do 
when a report is made on any proposition 
before the house. 

The speaker ruled that Mr. Hall's 
amendment was in the nature of a reso- 
lution, and should first go to tHe éom- 
mittee on rules for report. Mr. Hall ap- 


, Pealed from the decision of the chair, 


saying that if the chair was sustained it 
would result in giving the committee on 
rules absolute power in the control of 
matters before the house. 

“If these rules are adopted,’’ Mr. Hall 
said, “they can’t be changed except by a 
three-fourths vote of the house. The re- 
sult would be to place the power in the 
speaker to absolutely throttle this house. 
I submit, Mr. Speaker, that I have a 
right, as has any other member, to offer 
any amendment I see fit to the report 
of the committee on rules or of any other 
committee. If you sustain this decision 
you give absolute power to govern you to 
the committee on rules.’’ - 

Mr. Morris insisted that Mr. Hall's 
proposed amendments should go to the 
committee on rules under rule 198, be- 
cause they did not relate to the changes 
ip the rules proposed by the committee, 
but provided for entirely new and ir- 
relevant changes. The committee on 
rules has already reported on Mr. Hall's 
proposition to appoint a finance commit- 
tee, adversely, and the gentleman from 
Bibb had no right to force it before the 
house in another shape. 

“I'd like to know why I have not the 
right to present it to the house in any 
shape I desire? That’s something en- 
tirely new to me,’’ said Mr. Hall. 

“The gentleman from Bibb has been a 
member of the house for four years and 
he should have learned it by this time,” 

- Mr. Morris retorted. 

Mr. Morris submitted that all proposals 
to change or amend the rules should gv 
before the committee on rules before be- 
ing passed on by the house. 

Mr. George, of Morgan, made 4a stir- 
ring appeal for the reversal of the chair’s 
ruling, holding that the rights of the 
house were involved. At the conclusion 
of his remarks the previous question was 
called and the decision of the chair that 
the amendments should first go to «#e 
committee on rules was sustained by a 
vote of 74 to 61.

Given the Right of Way. 

The first amendment proposed by the 
committee, which was to give right of 
Way over everything to the general tax 
act and the general ap»vropriations bill 
when they came to the third reading, was 
taken up for debate. Mr. Hall offered an 
amendment striking out this whale 
amendment. 

Mr. Morris explained that these were 
the most important bills coming before 
the house. At the last session these bills 
were passed at 3 o’clock Sunday morning, 
just as the general assembly adjourned 
sine die. They then went to the governor 
and his only course was to approve the 
bills as they stood or veto them and call 
an extra session. Many bills had already 
been introduced, and if these two im. 
portant bills had to go at the foot of 
the calendar they would not get through 
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and nays has been begun for the purpose 
of waiting to get more votes in fts favor,. 
thus consuming much time and creating 
confusion, was adopted: 

“After a yea and nay vote is called

Mr. Morris re- 
plied it had managed to get along about 
a hundred years, but the time had come 
when it ought to have a committee to 
look more closely after its needs. 

Mr. Hall tried to secure consideration 
fot an amendment to rule 191, providing 
for a finance committee and doing away 
with the appropriations and ways and 
means committees. The speaker, how- 
ever, ruled as before, that this amend- 
ment would have to go to the committee 
on rules for report. 

The report of the committee on rules 
was then adopted as a whole. 

To Cut Down Salary List. 

Mr. Hall also insisted on securing the 
expression of the house on the number 
of employees to be appointed by the 
speaker, messenger and doorkeeper. He 
offered the following resolution, which 
will come up for consideration this morn- 
ing, and which materially cuts down the 
humber of employées: 

‘“‘Resolved by the house of representa- 
tives, That there shall be appointed by 
the doorkeeper two assistant doorkeepers 
and no more; by the speaker one page, 
one porter and one gallery keeper, and 
by the clerk seven porters and one at- 
tendant in the. closets; that the door- 
keepers shall receive $4 a day, and that 
the porters and pages shall receive $2 
per day. That none of said employees 
shall be changed until they have served 
twenty-five days, unless for misconduct 
and neglect of duty.’”’ 

Mr. Hall's resolution cuts off two gal- 
lery keepers and three assistant door- 
keepers down stairs, who are now re- 
ceiving $a day each. 

Atlanta Charter Introduced. 

The bill providing for a new charter 
for the city of Atlanta as prepared by 
the citizens’ committee of forty-nine was 
introduced in the house yesterday by 
Messrs. Slaton, Houston and Blackburn, 
of Fulton. The bill makes fifty-six pages, 
seven of which’ are typewritten, while the 
others are made up from clippings of the 
charter from the newspapers. 

Another local measure introduced in the 
house provides for an amendment to 
the city’s charter so that an election can 
be held on the question of issuing $800,- 
000 of bonds, half of them to be used for 
improving the Water works system and 
the balance for the sewer system. 

Among :other interesting measures in- 
troduced in the house were bills by 
Messrs. Stovall, of Chatham, and Rankin, 
of Gordon, designed to prevent the pur- 
chase of votes in primary elections. Opin- 
iens were recently rendered to the effect 
that there was no law making bribery 
in primary elections a crime, and these 
measures are designed to remedy that 
defect in the law.

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Censtitution thas so announced, that 
Colonel Roan would receive this ap- 
pointment. His opponents were Hon. C.

All of 
the applicants were most highly indorsed, 
and letters from many friends, promi- 
nent in the state, were in the hands 
of the governor urging the appointment 
of each, 

Judge Roan will take the oath of office 
and qualify as judge of the circuit on 
Saturday, November 1, that being the 
day on which Judge Candler’s resigna- 
tion becomes effective. Judge Candler 
will go on the supreme bench Monday 
morning, Justice Samuel B. Adams re- 
tiring at that time, 

Colonel Roan is one of the most promi- 
nent lawrers in the state. While he haa 
taken a prominent part in the legal 
world, he has never sought political of- 
fice, and this is the first position in 
public life he has ever held. He is an 
able lawyer, and it is said will make 
an excellent judge. Among the letters 
commending him to Governor Terrell was 
one from Judge 8S. W. Harris, who spoke 
of Colonel Roan in the highest terms and 
declared in effect that the governor could 
not do better than make him judge of the 
Stone Mountain circuit. 

Sketch of Judge Roan. 

Leonard Strickland Roan, the newly 
appointed judge of the Stone Mountain 
circuit, was born about fifty years ago 
in the old Double Cabins district of Henry 
county, Georgia, near Griffin. 

His great grandfather ‘was John Roan, 
of North Carolina, one of the pioneers 
of that state, and was one of the soldiers 
of the revolution who laid down his life 
at the battle of King’s mountain for the 
cause of independence. After the revo- 
lution his grandfather, Leonard Roan, 
migrated to Georgia and was in the war 
of 1812 against England. 

Benjamin 8S. Roan, his father, who diced 
in Atlanta about ten years ago, was a 
veteran of both the Indian wars of 1836 
and of the civil war. 

On his mother’s side he is descended 
from the Butts family of Virginia 
through the Lassiters and Vickers fami- 
lies, his mother, who is still hale and 
hearty at the age of 79, having been 
Lucy J. Vickers. His maternal ancestors 
were also soldiers of the revolution. 

Colonel Roan is a member of the 
Methodist church and is universally es: 
teemed by the people among whom he 
has lived for more than a quarter of a 


century.

“OFFICE OF ACE 
Bill Intoduced in Upper House 
by Senator Gordon Lee 


RE RN A 


Provides for the Repeal of the Act 
Authorizing Governor To Ap- 
point Agent To Look After 
Property of the Western 
and Atlantic Road. 


Seven bills were introduced in the sen- 
ate yesterday morning, the most impor- , 
tant one of the number being a measure 
providing for the abolishment of the of- 
fice of special attorney for the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, the position now 
held by Hon. Ed T. Brown. 

This bill was introduced by Senator 
Lee, of the forty-fourth district, and was, 
upon motion of the author, referred to 
the special Western and Atlantic com- 
mittee for consideration and report. The 
measure seeks to repeal the act, ap- 
proved December 20, 1892, which author- 
ized the governor to appoint an agent to 
look after the property of the state in 
Georgia and Tennessee, along the line of 
the state road, now known as the West- 
ern and Atlantic. 

Mémbers of the legislature have ex- 
pressed the opinion that the bill is un- 
necessary, for the reason that if the gen- 
eral assembly leaves out a provision in 
the annual appropriation bill for salary 
for the office of special agent for the 
state, this would, in itself, abolish the 
position, as the governor would hardly 
be expected to appoint any one to the 
office when there was no pay attached 
to it. In other words, to make no pro- 
vision in the appropriation bill would be 
a much simpler way of abolishing the 

ice, should the legislature feel inclined 
to favor such a plan. 


Senate Nonconcurs. 

It may be remembered that a somewhat 
similar bill was introduced in the house 
last year and came very near. being 
adopted. Consideration of the Leé mea- 
sure will, no doubt, occasion some discus- 
sion on the floor of the senate in the 
event the committee.sends the paper back 
with a recommendation that it pass. 

Upon motion of Senator Hopkins, of the 
seventh district, the senate reconsidered 
its action of Tuesday in concurring in 
the joint resolution making today dies 
non and also providing for the acceptance 
of the invitation to attend the fair at 
Valdosta in a body. The resolution was 
temporarily tabled and was then non-c. 
curred in. Senator Hopking stated he 
was in possession of information which 
convinced him that the necessary ar- 
rangements to attend the fair could not 
be made just at present; and, under 
the circumstances, he saw no reason for 
sacrificing a day when it could not be 
used as at first contemplated. 

President Howell announced the ap- 
pointment of Senator Gordon Lee, of the 
forty-fourth district, and Senator E. H.

the general railroad law of this state, “as
